ABOUT YOUR INCOME TAX 


(This is one of a series of articles prepared by the treasury department, bureau of 
internal revenue, for labor unions and its members. One of these stories will be pub- 
lished each week.) 


No. 8—Who Must File a Return 
Every single person must file a 
federal income tax return whose 
gross income for the year from all 
sources was $500 or more; that is, 
as much as $9.62 per week. Widows, 
widowers, divorcees, and married 
persons separated by mutual con- 
sent, are classed as single persons. 


Every married person, living with 
husband or wife throughout the 
year, must file a return if his or 
her gross income, together with 
any income of the spouse, was as 
much as $1200 for the year; that is, 
as much as $23.08 per week. If 
husband and wife both have in- 
come, they must both make a re- 
turn. Such return may be made 
separately, or, if they are both citi- 
zens or residents, they may make 
a joint return. A joint return may 
be made by husband and wife 
even though one has no income, 
and a joint return is advisable in 
the case of persons, one of whom 
has no income, who marry during 
the year, since the personal exemp- 
tion attributable to each spouse 
during the period of pre- marital | 
status is allowable in a joint re-| 
turn. | 


A husband and wife living to- 
gether on July 1 of the taxable 
year may file separate simplified 
returns if the gross income of each 
is from the prescribed sources and 
does not exceed $3000, or they may 
file a single joint return on that 
form if their combined income is 
from the prescribed sources and 
does not exceed $3000. A taxpayer 
may not, however, file a simplified 
return if the other spouse files a 
return on Form 1040.

Battle For Democracy on the 
Home Front 


Unions are proving their constructive value on the home front 
and widening the democratic controls which alone can raise our 
war effort to its greatest efficiency. Union officers and repre- 
sentatives are serving on more than 70 joint area labor-man- 
agement committees under the war manpower commission, 10 
regional panels under the war labor board, many regional bodies 
under OPA and the war production board, some 2000 local 
rationing boards, nearly 2000 joint production drive commit- 
tees, many civilian defense agencies and other war-time civilian 
services. They are doing excellent work. Sumner Slichter of 
Harvard university commends the work done by unions in 
reducing strikes and speeding production, notes ‘‘the failure of 
managers to realize how much ability there is among the men| 
who punch time clocks,” and states: “Unions on the whole 
have been more willing to help management raise production 
and save materials than employers have been to receive the] 
help of unions.” 

As yet, however, labor representation is noticeable by its] 
absence in the war production board where it is sorely needed 
and in the food administration which directly determines the} 
food program for all of us and the jobs in food industries. We}

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THE POSTMAN 
SPEAKS 
BY A.B. McCLINTOCK: 1 Jine with 


* last week’s 
promise of this scrivener to inform 
our union brothers of the “raise we 
did not get,” I will endeavor to 
give you a short synopsis of what 
we actually got under the terms of 
the obnoxious senate joint resolu- 
tion No. 170. To give you a true 
picture, I will have to quote some 
figures, although knowing full well 
that when figures enter into an 
article of any kind, interest in said 


article usually evaporates. There- 
fore, I will be brief. 
In stating that postal workers 


did not receive a raise in their 
basic salaries, I will have to admit 
that one group of our workers did 
receive a ten per cent increase in 
their hourly rate. That group is 


the substitutes. Yes, the substi- 
tutes received a ten per cent raise 
and now receive the staggering 


sum of 71% cents per hour. Of 
course there is 5 per cent taken out 
for his retirement annuity, and an- 
other 5 per cent for the victory tax. 
And he has no set hours to work. 
He may work 10 hours one day, and 
the next two, or maybe not at all. 
So you see his income is, to say the 
least, fluctuating. Can you imagine 
how many men your union would 
be able to send out to work under 
those conditions, in these hectic 
times? 

In regard to the regular full time 
employe. Overtime was formerly 
paid’ at the rate of 86 cents per 
hour. Now we are supposed to get 
time and one-half for all overtime 
work. What we actually get is $1.09

per hour. This is for Saturday 
work, which is practically all the 
overtime we get. We are limited to 
8 hours per week. How come the 
discrepancy, you say? Well, our 
base salary was figured on 300 odd 
working days a year, The bill arbi- 
trarily raised our number of work- 
ing days to 360 per year and di- 
vided it into our annual salary, 
which for a top grade man is 
$2100.00 per annum. That gives us 
for regular time about 73 cents 
per hour, and for time and one- 
half the present figure of $1.09. 
Now get this part! We were al- 
jready working on Saturdays, and 
by law we were being paid for it.

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More About Kaiser Dispute

urging their approval and calling 
the agreement a definite step for- 
ward in bringing about industrial 
peace in the shipyards of the Pa- 
cific coast. After being approved 
by over 90 per cent of the unions 
on the Pacific coast, a further con- 
ference was held in Portland on 
April 21, 1941, at which the agree- 


ment was finally signed. 


In the light of what followed, 
culminating in the nearly in- 
credible situation that has been 
brought about, it is important 
to point out that prior to the 
time the Pacific coast master 
agreement was signed, Mr. 
Daniel C. Ring consulted Mr. 
Millis, chairman of the national 
labor relations board, and Mr. 
Leiserson, to determine if the 
shipbuilding stabilization pro 
gram so undertaken was in vio- 
lation of the national labor re- 
lations act. The two members 
of the board at that time gave 
their informal approval of the 
actions taken. 

At the time the agreement was 
signed, April 21, 1941, our country 
was less than eight months away 
from war. The immediate fu- 
ture was far from bright, our allies 
had already suffered severe losses, 
worse was in the offing. The stag- 
gering task of arming the country, 
of assisting our allies, in order to 
turn the tide toward victory as 
swiftly and powerfully as possible, 
was realized in its fullest implica- 
tions by labor. Everywhere the 
unions and their members 
shouldered the responsibility of do- 
ing their share and more in this 
tremendous task. 

What did the CIO shipbuilding 
workers do on the Pacific coast? 

Testimony recently given by vari- 
ous witnesses at the Portland 
NLRB hearings, including that of 
John Green, international president 
of the CIO shipbuilding workers, 
has brought out the fact that prior 
to April 21, 1941, no local affiliated 
with that international existed in 
Portland. Nevertheless, three weeks 
later, immediately after the coast- 
wise agreement was signed by the 
Oregon Shipbuilding company and 
the AFL Portland and vicinity 


metal trades council on May 12, 
1941, the CIO representatives at- 
tempted to intercede. No action 
was taken on this for months, and 
we have reason to believe that the 
NLRB at first refused to take ac- 
tion. 

Evidence has disclosed that 
the charter issued by the ship- 
building workers’ international 
during the three weeks’ inter- 
val was issued contrary to the 
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provisions of its own constitu- 
tion which provides that a 
charter may be granted only 
upon application made by fifty 
persons actually working in 
the shipbuilding industry. The 
evidence proved that not one 
of the fifty so-called charter 
members of the CIO Shipbuild- 
ing Workers’ Union No. 41 at 
Portland was engaged in the 
shipbuilding industry; on the 
contrary, it showed that the 
members were elther business 
agents of the CIO locals, wood- 
workers, longshoremen or un- 
employed persons who signed 
applications for the charter. 

The evidence likewise disclosed 
that about that time and for a 
period of several weeks thereafter, 
prominent advertisements were 
placed in the help wanted columns 
of the Oregon Journal and the Ore- 
gonian, two prominent dailies pub- 
lished in Portland, asking those in- 
terested in shipbuilding work to 
register at a certain Harmony hall. 
By means of this very misleading 
advertisement some two thousand 
were thus registered in Portland 
and Vancouver. To further bolster 
their alleged claim of representa- 
tion, cards were sent to all CIO 
locals in the states of Oregon and 
Washington urging members to 
sign registration cards. 

It is quite clear that the 
ground work was carefully laid 
at this time to deliberately 
start a jurisdictional fight. CIO 
Shipbuilding Workers’ Union, 
Local No. 41, was as’ much a 
paper organization as the 
phoney union which witness Ed 
Foss testified was set up by 
the communists in order to gain 
control of the Portland CIO in- 
dustrial council. 

Following the signing of the con- 
tract at Oregon and the one cover- 
ing the Vancouver and Swan island 
yards of the Kaiser company, the 
CIO activities in the shipbuilding 
industry ceased. On the very day 
that the national labor relations 
board hearings commenced in Port- 
land, however, organizers of the 
type which we are used to meeting 
in the offices of the war manpower 
boards suddenly swooped down up- 
on the peaceful city of Portland 
and started their organizational 
campaign to organize thousands of 
A. F. of L. workers. Very reluc- 
tantly, Mr. John Green admitted 
that his organizers were engaged 
in organizing American Federation 
of Labor workers, thereby con- 
fessing to an outright violation of 
the no-raid pledge given by his 
chief, Phillip Murray.
